Election/Restrictions

"foot" (line 4) should be replaced with -a foot-, and "extends" (line 7) should be replaced with - 
-extend".

3. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter. 
Upon further consideration by the examiner, the applicant(s) arguments in the 

Supplemental Appeal Brief filed on 6/14/04 have been found to be persuasive in overcoming the 
rejections under 35 U.S.C 1 12, 2"^ paragraph and 35 U.S.C. 102 and 103, as the applicant(s) 
remarks in the Appeal Brief are fiiUy incorporated by reference herein.
